Letters from Hermanftad in Tranfilvania of the 
21ft of September, advife, Thar on Intelligence of 
the Approach to Tranfilvania of the Body of Impe- 
rial Troops: commanded by Field-Marfhal Count 
Rabutin, the Rebels broke up the Blockade of Her- 
manftad, and retir’d to the Mountains. By Letters 
of a frefher Date from General Rabutin, we have re- 
ceiv'd the following Particulars of kis Arrival in 
Tranfilvania with the Forces he commands. 


‘ A Journal of the March of the Body of Impe- 
‘ rial Troops under Count Rabutin, into Tranfil- 
‘ vania, from the 22d of September to the 7th of 
* Oceber. 

The 22d of Seprember we were joyn'd by Col- 
Jonel Tockely a Rafcian, with a Body o Men of 
his Nation ; and our Army encamp’d that Day 
within half a League of the Village of Szeber. The 
23d we march’d ro Reftarzki, and balted there the 
24th for the coming up of our Carriages and Bag- 
gage: In che mean time 300 Foor fupported by 300 
Horfe, were {ent oat to even the Ways and enlarge 
them, and to level 2 Intrenchments: made by the 


Enemy ; which was done without any Oppofition. | 


The.25:h we march’d to Aho, where we halted the 
26th; and in the mean time fent Mento clear the 
Ways as the Day before. We obferv’d on our Ar- 
rival at Aho, that there had been very newly a 
Camp there of 2000 Horfe. Collonel Tockely was 
immediately fent in ,Queft of them as far as Hal- 
magi, but he could not find any of them: In 
his Return he difcover’'d a Body of Peafants in- 
trench’d not far from us, and offer’d them the Empe- 
rour’s Amnefty, but they refus’d it; on Report 
of which, our General commanded him the 26th at 
Noon, with feveral Hundred Rafcians and 200 Ger- 
mans to endeavour to furprize them : In the Evening 
he advanc’d to the Place,bur found the Peafants had 
fied away in Time: He took 2 Walachian Priefts, 
and brought them in with him 3 they reported that 
the forefaid 2000 Horfe were fcommanded by Ge- 
neral Peckry, who had advanc'd to Aho the 24th, to 
get Intelligence of the March of our Army, and the 
{ame Day.retit’d witb all Expedition towards Sa- 


lackna and Abruckbania. The 27th we encamp'd 
not far from Halmagi ; The 28th near Ribizas and 
the 29th beyond the Pats of Formadia: During our 


March taicther, onr advanc’d Guards gave Notice 


that they bad difcover'd a Party of the Enemy of 
300 Horfe; and Collonel Tockely was detach’a to 
attack them, which he did with fuch V:gour, that 
the Enemy were broken in the firft Chaige, 100 
were: kili’d on the Spot, and fome Prifoners were 
taken, with a Standard and i150 0dd Horfes; the 
ret efcap’d. Collenel Tockely brought in with bim 
the Horfe uf Stephen Rez, who commanded the B- 
nemy’s Party, and was Slain. The Prifoners re- 
» ported, that the Enemy had laid a Defign to attack 
our Baggage neat a Bridge inya narrow Pa(lage, 
‘where only one'Waggon could pafs ar a time, and 
that this Enterprize:.was to ‘be executed by 1500 
Men.of their beft-Troops, fupported by 3000 others. 
One of the Prifoners being fent with a Detachment 
of our Men, thew’d them the Bridge; and there- 
wpon Major-General Count Graven began to make 
the neceffary Difpofitions for forcing our Paiage ar 
our. coming up; but the Enemy obferving him, and 
finding their Defign -was known, quitted their 
Ground and march'd off. Thergoth we continu’d at 
Formadia, to waitthe coming up of our Baggage 
with their Guard; The 1f of October we conti- 
nu’d our March to the River Maros and encamp'd 
not far from Salmos in fight of Deva, a ftrong Ca- 
ftle in rhe Mountains at the Entrance. into Tranfil- 
vania, of which the Enemy were. inform’d by the 
Parties they had pofted onthe Tops of the Mown- 
tains. And thus, God be Thanked; the finall Body 
of Troops under Count Rabutin arsiv’d at Deva, 
after 31 painful Marches from Javarino , almoft 
without Lofs, having: pafs’'d’ the Danube, the Tibif- 


and laftly a Chain of’ Mountains render’d ve- 


‘ry difficulty bythe Enemy’s Intrenchments: and the 


_narrow Ways, In the Afternoon M.'Koben, Cap- 
‘tain in the Regiment of Pali, .apd Governour of 
Deva, come to our Camp, ‘and acquairiting the Ge- 
peral, that the Enemy had on th 


News of his ap- 
proach rais\d the Blockade of Deva, and that his 
“Garrifon was reduc’d to the laft Hatremiry for wanc 
_of Provifions,, his Excéllency caus’d 'Srores to be 
putinto the Place fufficient for feveral Days: And 
having caus’d’ fome Bread to be bak’d there, he 
pafs'd the Mards the 3d, and at Keriskir 
near the River Strell, where he halted the 4th. The 
sth Major Genetal Baron Tige fent advice to our 
General, that he was advanc’d ro meet him as ‘far 


“as Petretfdorf near Millenbach, and that he was 


about to mach ‘agen spproseh neaiger “to him, be- 
caufe he had learnt by fome Defertérs that Coupe 
Caroli had joynd General Peckry at Divis, and thet 
they had refolv’d to pafs the’ Maros to attack the 
3000 Men which’ he (Baron Tige) was: bringing 
from Hermanftad. Upon this Intelligence, ‘iencral 
Rabutin, having firft put more Provifions into Deva, 
and alfo re-victall’d Huniad which wes in extreme 
Want, march’d’ to meet Major General Tige, and 
that Day at 4 in the Afternoon, they joynd to their 
mutual grear Joy andencamp’d near Pufcky. The 
6th the Army encamp’d at Vinlenz: In onr march 
thither, fome Deferters came over to us, end alfo an 
Officer natn’d Kilofy. of the Regiment of Ragotski, 
*who"upon Examination taken by the Rebels why 
their Troops did not attack our Baggage at rhe 
Bridge abovemention’d, was with fome others con- 
demn’d to Death, but luckily found means to make 
his efcape. All thefe Deferters reported, that Count 
Caroli and General Peckry were joyn'd withina 
League of Eniét, and had under their Command
